Hon. W. S. Fielding Thus Character- 
izes Slander Campaign at Great 
Meeting at Owen Sound. 


Owen Senrd, Oct 3--Onve egain the 
tremendous popuarity of C:nada’s 
finance minister was attested to at a 
monster Liberal meetiag in the town 
hall here tonight. The audiioriom 
was jammed to the doors and cheer 
after cheer rang out as Mr. Fielding 
expounded his sound and wholesome 
commercial policy and at the same 
time vigorously and successfully bat- 
tled with the arguments of his. op- 
ponents, There was a_ refreshing 
warmth in the heartiness of the wel- 
come extended to the financier from 
Nova Scotia. 

The errangements for the meeting 
were most excellent and there were 
only two other speakers besides Mr. 
Fielding. Hon. A. G. McKay spoke 
ior about fifteen minutes, telling of 
the work done by the member for the 
riding, W. P. Telford, and also eulo- 
gizing the federal administration. 

Foster the Real Leader. 

Mr, Telford, in whom the Liberal 
hopes of the constituency are 60 ad- 
vantageously centered, admitted that 
he had not spoken in parliament as 
much as Mr. Foster, for instance. In 
this connection he mentioned that the 
latter gentleman was the’real leader 
of the Conservative party and that he 
had filled about 630 pages of Han- 
sard, as against 430 by Mr. Borden 
during the last session. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding once more made 
the ringing statement: “We have 
given you twelve years of good gov- 
ernment, not perfect government, not 
angelic government, but just good hu- 
man government.’’ He occupied some 
time in refuting the scandal talk, 
showing how no charges had been 
made egainst any member of the pre- 
sent cabinet. All the scandal talk, he 
eaid, when aggregated, was very Jit- 
tle when viewed in its proper propor- 
tion. The Conseratives took their 
“ounce of soap” and manuiactured 
it into the proverbial hogshead of 
lather, yet he thought the general 
public reviewed things in their pro- 
per proportions. 

Conservative Deficits. 

To the applause of the entire audi- 
ence Mr. Fielding told of the Conser- 
vative deficits and Liberal surpluses 
and to this argument for support he | 
showed that the rate of taxation had | 
been reduced two dollars on every 
hundred dollars by the Liberals. Com- 
Pleting the same line of thought he | 
said the Liberals had saved $54,000,000 
to the people of Canada by this de- | 
creast. Mr. Foster, of course, he said, 
did not care for such a line of argu-} 
ment because that 


gentleman was 
showing how the per capita tax had 
increased. In this connection Mr. 


Fielding repeated the little joke of 
reading from a book and showing how 
dealings with the per capita tax was 
a clumsy method. That statement 
was made by the “eminent authority 
of political economy,” and that auth- 
ority was nd other than Hon. Geo. ©. 
Foster. 

Cheap Railway a Bad Railway. 

Again he admitted that the G. 7, 
P. would cost more than at first an- 
ticipated, but he said a cheap ra‘l- 
way was a bad railway. It is worth 
remembering, he said, that no matter 
what the road costs, Canada’s con- 
tribution is only seven years’ inter- 
est an the eastern section and eeven 
years’ interest on the mountain sec- 
tion, Seven years’ interest on these 
two sections of the road is all that 
Canada pays on that transcontinental 
After that seven years the G. T. P. 
company pays three per cent of the 
interest.

PREMIER ROBLIN IS. 
FURTHER DISCREDITED 


Senator Jaffray and Senator Cox Oniy 
Own a Small Part of the Crow's 
Nest Pass Coal Lands — Legal 


Action Threatened for Further 
Slanders. 
Toronto, October 8.—The following 


is included in Senator Jaffray'’s reply 
to Premier Roblin’s charges regarding 
the Crow’s Nest coal lands 

“The Dominion government never 
owned an acre of the lands, ahd there. 
fore could not grant them to anybody, 
and had no power over granting or 
withholding of them. The Britisth 
Columbia Conservative government in 


1890 granted lands to the extent of 
20,000 acres per mile to aid in the 
construction of the. Crow's Nest and 


Kootenay Lake Railway Company, 
subsequently named the British Col- 
umbia Southern Railway Company. 
Conservative Most Active Spirit. 
Colonel James Blake, a well-known 
Conservative of British Columbia, 
was the most active spirit in the com- 
pany, and from the time of the grant 
went round the circle of the financial 
world endeavoring to interest capital- 
ists in the project. He went to Eng- 
land and to the United States, and 
particularly endeavored to interest J. 
J. Hill, the president of the Great Nor- 
thern. Later he approached the man- 


| agement of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 


way and for three years was negotiat- 
ing with them with a view to their 
taking it up. His efforts were with- 
out success, 

“Some one sent him to Senator Cox 
in 1897. The concession was in the 
position that the coal lands could be 
earned by the construction of the line 
from Coal Creek to the United States 
border, forty niles away. The line in 
that direction, running with the trend 


‘of the valleys, would not be anything 


like as costly an enterprise as a rail- 
way across the mountains. The mar- 
ket in the United States was also more 
sure, immediate and promising. This 
forty miles of railway could have been 
built for about $20,000 per mile, which, 
according to our critiess is far less 
than the value of the coal lands sub- 
sequently turned over to the Domin- 
iol government. 

“At this time the Rossland boom 
was about at its height, a large sm-l- 
ter had been built at Trail and other 
towns were springing up all over *he 
West Kootenay. Discoveries had been 
made in Kast Kootenay. It was be- 
lieved that the whole country would 
become a series of mining 
of a railway across the mountains 
seemed prohibitive, however, 
Senator Cox and myself refused 
take a part in the building of the forty 
miles to the United States border, es 
that. would only be repeating in East 
Kootenay the blunder which was made 
in carrying the trade of the West Koot- 
enay to Spokane and Seattle. 

Agreement With ©.P.R. 

“We advised the projectors of 
railway to resume Negotiations with 
the Canadian Pacifie authorities, and 
at length they came to an agreement, 
the Canadian Pacific purchasing the 
charter of the British Columbias Sou- 
thern from them for a payment in 
cash to cover the outlays for surveys, 
ete., and allowing the original charter 
holders to receive 250,000 acres of coal 
lands, It was only after the conclu- 
sion of this transaction that Senator 
Cox and myself purchased shares ‘in 
ihe coal company. It sometimes 
represented that we arer the whole 
company. The fact is that our com- 
bined holdings are a mere fraction cf 
the whole, but as we happen to be 
Liberal in our political leanings ibe 
Conservative press finds it necessary 
to represent it otherwise.”” The Sena- 
tor coneludes with threatening legal 
action against any publisher of such 
slanders in future.

NOTHING AGAINST THE 
ALIEN FROM ORIENT 


Alleyne Ireland, Who Is In Edmonton 
At Present, Says After Twenty 
Years Study, That Great Difficul- 
ty in Dealing With Asiatic Alien 
Is That Politics Interferes With 
Administration, 


Mr. Alleyne Ireland, F.R.G.S., who 
addressed the Canadian Club yester- 
day, is an enthusiast, His life work 
is a study of colonization in tropical 
countries. Although his work has ne- 
cessarily been a development, yet ful- 
ly twenty years ago, he realized that 
there has been no literature written 
on the subject of colonial administra- 
tion. There is nothing which will 
serve as a reference to guide present 
day and future administrators. He 
set out to supply this information, and 
he has extended his investigations 


into almost every tropical country on 
We 


the elahe I the 


each as to every element which enters 
into the administration of a colony. 
His first book on “Tropical Coloniza- 
tion” was published in 1898, and serv- 
ed as an introduction to the study by 
formulating certain general ideas. 
After several years of travel, Mr. Tre- 
lend brought out another entitled Tt 
“Far Eastern Tropics.” This was pub- 
lished in 1905, and was a study in 
the administration of a specific group 
of tropical dependencies. Mr, Tre- 
land’s present work is a series of 12 
volumes on colonial administration in 
the Fay East. Of these two volumes 
on Burmah have already been pub- 
lished, Others to follow will deal with 
the Philippines, Hong Kong, Jaya 
Borneo, the Malay Peninsula, and 
French Indo-China. , The work will 
give a minute account of administra- 
tion in these countries, dealing. with 
the mnethods, cost and results. There 
will follow several volumes on the 
study and analysis of comparative 
colonization. 
A Technical Treatise. 

Mr, Ireland has devoted his life to 
this work as a physician would devote 
his life to the study of the human 
body. On this subject he has become 
a recognized authority. In the course 
of seventeen years, Mr, Ireland has 
collected 7,000 volumes, which consti- 
tutes the largest private library on 
the subject of colonial administration. 
He has also compiled a reference cat- 
alogue of 60,000 of the literatu® on 
the subject. The science of adminis- 
tration is the keynote of the work un- 
dertaken by Mr, Ireland. As such it 
will not be included in a course for 
summer reading, but will occupy the 
reference libraries of colonial offices. 

The Asiatic Prejudices. 

“The great difficulty in dealing with 
the Asiatic alien in Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Ireland to a Bulletin 
representative, “is that politics inter- 
feres with administration, Why do 
Wwe not make rules of conduct and 
living to which all must be made to 
conform? If we did, John Chinaman 
would obey them to the ietter. The 
trouble is we do not do so in order to 
protect tire degraded whites, who are 
paupers and debauchees, 

“The Asiatic races do not object to 
conforming to every rule we iiay 
make, If he kills his unfaithful wife- 
in accordance with the customs of his 
country ,and we convict him of imur- 
der and sentence him to be hanged, 
he will say, “That's all right, just 
whatever is the custom. He however 
does not want to be told that he act- 
ed wrongly. He acted according to 
the custem in his country, and feels 
that he was perfectly justified in do- 
ing so. If we do not see it that way, 
why we are entitled to deal with him 
according to our custom, In this re- 
spect the Asiatic is a much broader- 
minded individual than the white 
man. He however, reciprocates the 
treatment to a white man in China 
for instance. A man in China is en- 
titled to act according to the cuatom 
of his country, but he should be will- 
ing to submit to the Chinese customs 
whenever required,” 

The impression conveyed by Mr. 
Ireland is that as an administrative 
problem the immigration of the Asia- 
tic presents no difficulties, The zeal 
of politicians fills the public mind 
with fear and prejudices, which have 
been greatly exuggerated. 

Related to Negro Problem. 

“What is the relation between the 
problem presented by the negro in the 
United States and the Asiatic ” Mr, 
Ireland was asked. 

“Identically the same,”’ was the re- 
ply.

WARNING TO SHIPPERS, 


Of Apples Issued By Dominion De. 
partment of Agriculture. 


Ottawa, Ont,, Oct, 2.—Apple ship- 
pers are warned by the Department 
of Agriculture that pink rot appears 
to be very prevalent this year, and 
hence the shipping of apples not per- 
fectly free from apple scab and show- 
ing any signs of pink rot, is particu- 
larly hazardous. Many carloads of 
fruit were examined at the dock in 
Montreal to-day by the Dominion fruit 
inspectors, and were found practical- 
ly worthless before they went on 
board ship as the result of this infes- 
tation, Shippers will lose heavily on 
this week’s shipments, At least $1 
of expenses has been put on each bar- 
rel of apples to reach Montreal, and 
freight and other charges when they 
reach Great Britain will amount to an 
equal sum, 60 that the loss will be 
very serious.

THE LAWRENCES OF VERMILION. 


Kditor Bulletin: 

Sir,—It is amusing at times to read 
about “our personal experience” given 
hy parties who have visited the north 
and are making reo to a large extedt of 
the information given by another party 
or several parties. In these cases *the 
narration is liable to lose much of the 
original truth and tend to mislead. Some 
stitch stafements I wish to call your at- 
tention to and have them rectified. 

In the Bulletin of Aug. 3rd, 10908, we 
read that at Vermilion, Peace River, the 
long days of summer were days of twenty 
hour of eutehine, That would imply the 
sun could be seen for these 20 hours and 
1 have been surprised that this statement 
has gone so far without being challeng- 
ed; for to say the least it is misleading 
to talk of “19$ hours of this sunshine at 
Simpson on the McKenzie,” several de- 
grees to the north of Vermilion. At that 
place there is a much longer day than 
at Vermilion, where there is in reality 
but 14 hours of sunshine at the longest, 
for 1 have for years arisen before sun- 
rise.in the morning and. worked until 
after sun had retired in the evening and 
such would mean from 2.55 in the morn- 
ing until about 9 if the evening for the 
sun in time of longest day, Then in the 
short days of winter, this arrangement 
is reversed, the san is out of sight for 
1® hours, and shining but 6 hours in the 
day. 

Another item that needs to bo explain- 
ed is with reference to the resident Law- 
revices of Vermilion and the founder of 
the ranch Vermilion, or teh miles above 
Vermilion ‘tind’on the Peace. We read 
that “a certain Mr. Lawrence came in 
from Montreal and took up mission work 
nearly thirty years ago and carried on 
some farm work in connection with his 
mission duties which were onerous and 
his boys small and few so that farming 
and stvek raising would need to take 
second place, the mission and school tak- 
ing the first place.” Yes, Mr. Lawrence 
from Montreal first started certain of 
this kind of work in the Peace River 
country. But when it is said that he also 
built up the present ranch and the 
farms in connection therewith it is zo 
ing a little too far. For that work was 
ent ont, by Providence for a Lawrence, 
who did not graduate in a large city like 
Montrea!, to do, Fortune gave him the 
school of experience to prepare him to 
prepare for others. He also had several 
sons that had been trained to work, yes, 
and were willing, and I think I can say 
were anxious to work. These boys helped 
to build up the ranch and at least three 
quarters of all the Lawrence's cultivated 
land of the far north. and more than 
nine-tenths of the building operations 
were performed by the Lawrence family. 

The Lawrences that. came to Vermilion 
on the Petice as missionaries and teach 
ers have not taken kindly. to the rough 
and ready work of subduing the land and 
the forces of Nattre around them and 
have thought that it was better to retire 
from active pioneer life than to pay the 
full price for success in patience and per- 
severance, and this is the second ae 
that the parties of Lawrences have not 
carried forward any farm work of their 
own account in the Peace River Dis- 
trict. The Lawrences that remain in the 
north have long since passed the trying 
times, have paid the price long ago for 
full success. They look ahead to a bright 
future for their isolated country, and 
work~-interesting work is but play-—long 
days become short and the work interest- 


ing no matter of what kind, what is 
thought needful is, and has ever been 
considered but play for, the old time 


pioneer in the Vermilion district, and we 
thand God today for the chance that we 
have had to help our sons to perform so 
much and so interesting a work in our 
north land.

NAILS HOLD MAN TOGETHER. 


New French Method of Treating Frac- 
tured Femur Bone, 


London, Oct. 3,—Vhe man with a brok 
en thigh will be taken to a surgery to 
have toree or four screws and arcouple 
of nails driven into his femur to hold 
the tractured parts together and then go 
away and lie up until the bone so se 
eurely joined shall have healed naturally 
Nailed together the fractured parts of 
the bone will have little chance of work 
ing out of position, as they do when set 
in splints. 

This is the latest thing in surgery. The 
new treatment comes trom Maris, where 
it is bong s siuliy used oon SD | 
fractures. The nats, of course, are 
driven through the iesh, but an incesion 
is made down to tho tractured part of 
the bone, holes are drilled into the bone 
at the required spots, and the screws deiv 
en in with a screw-driver, or, in the easo 
of nails, hammered home in the ordinary 
domestic manner. The serews and 
used in the operation are made of ‘alum 
mum or magnesium, both or which metals 
become absorbed into the system in the 
An aluminum

course of a few months. 
serew will be completely absorbed m two 
years, and new bone growth would {ill 
up the hole made. 

A methodo of treating refactory bones 
with metal supports has bean in use 
among stirgeons for some years, though 
hitherta, only the precious metals have 
been employed and since these art not 
absorbed the patient with a bone tied up 
with a silverware a medium frequently 
employed, has to go through life with the 
precious fastenings coutinuolly with him. 
Gold, too, is often used in surgery, and 
often gilt steel. English surgeons ot 
taking great intesest in the new French 
method.

The Laurier Government's Promise to 
Buitd the Railway to Hudson Bay 
Brings Joy to Hearts of Old Tim- 
ers—H. . McKenney, M.P.P., 
Tells of Its Practicability. 


Provably in the whole of the north- 
west there is po resident who is mere 
thoroughly. conversant with the “pos- 
sibilities of navigation by means of 
the Hudson Bay than H. W. McKen 
ney, M.P.P, for the St. Albert district. 
Mr. MeKentey lias: been a resident 
of Western Canada for almost half a 
century afid hone is more enthusias- 
tic than he upon the great benefits 
that the new railway to the Bay will 
be to the people of thé prairie pro- 
vinees in the mifitte® of transporta- 
tion and consequent development of 
the eoountry, 

“lam sure that the waters of Hud: 
son Bay are navigable for almost the 
entire twelve months of the year, and 
it would be a difficult task for me to 
pick on the best months,”’ he said 
yesterday afternoon in arsWwer to a 
Bulletin reporter who called upon him 
at his home on Eighth street. Mr 
McKenney came to Winnipeg in 1865 
and down through the years from 
that time to the present he hae wait- 
ed from year to year to eee the realiz- 
ation of his hopes in this direction. 


Old Timers Endors+ Route. 
“All the old timers are enthusiast- 
ically in favor of the Hudson Bay 


railway,” he ssid. ‘We have believed 
in it for years, but it is only when we 
are white-headed and old that we are 
coming to eee a realization of what 
we have long looked jorward to, 

For fifty years or more before the 
advent of the railway into Winnipeg 
the great waterway of the north to 
which all the west is new looking, 
was used exclusively vy the Hudson 
Bay Co. tor the transportation of their 
goods into Northwest Canada. The 
sailing vessels, ranging in size from 
400 to 500 tons would load up season 
after season along the English coast 
and then set out @crovs the Atlantic 
for tlie far distant posts on the out- 
skirts of the great fur fields of Can- 
ada. To Hudson Bay their course 
was directed and each year vast quan- 
tities of supplies were unloaded at Fort 
Churchill, York factory, Fort Albany 
and other points along the shores of 
Canada’s greatest in‘snd sea, In the 
record of the years but one shipwreck 
is reported and this is not attribut- 
able to the dangers of the route. 

Danger of Floating Ice. 

“The only trouble in the eummer 
months that might occur will be from 
the icebergs that drift down from 
the north,” said Mr. McKenney, ‘but 
these are not difficult to avoid, In 
winter the bay is kept open by the 
ebb and ilow of the turbulent tides 
and only a fringe of ice along the 
shore offers any impediment to a 
steamer,” 

Mr. McKenney states that years ago 
he was frequently told by the cold 
Hudson's Bay guides that open water 
could be seen from the shore of the 
bay all the year round. During the 
winter there is only the shore ice to 
contend. with, 

Mr. McKenney recalled an incident 
of an engineer who had been sent to 
Hudson Bay evidently with inatrue- 
tions to report unfavorably but when 
he became loquacious over the wines 
at a Toronto banquet, he stated that 
there was no question but that con- 


tinued navigation could take place 
He then suggested that ships with 
overhanging 


prows be used to break 
up the board ice along the shore in 
the winter months, similar to those 
used at the present time between De- 
troit and Windsor, 


Parallel to Hudson Bay. 

An excellent parallel to the Hudson 
Bay is to be found in the Baltic sea 
at the north of Europe. The Baltic is 
a closed sea, much less influenced by 
the outside tides than the Hudson 
Bay but still there are upon the shores 
of the Baltic such cities as Helsing- 
fors and St. Petersburg, nearby on 
the Neva. Twenty ‘years ago ships 
could svil in and out of the Baltic to 


Helsingfors, a port with a trade 
larger than that of Vanoouver, for 
nine months of the year. Now the 


port is open the entire twelve months 
owing to the specially constructed 
ships to break through the ice. If un- 
interrupted transportation can be car- 
ried on upon the Baltie how much 
more easily can it be carried on in 
Hudson Bay. In the trip from Liv- 
erpool to Fort Churchill no point 
north of the 63rd degree is touched 
and that distanee north is only for a 


short curve while re ing i he 
oo aly 0g unding into the 

“The enormous benefit that the 
Hudson Bay railway and steamboat 
transportation by that waterway to 


Europe is so well known tl etd | 
not speak of that,” said Mr. Moen 
ney. “The savings in frej ht rates 
will be great and the People of the 
British Isles and continental Europe 
will be given a direct entrance into 
the heart of Western Canada. Such 
an entrance is needed to bring this 
country to the stage of greatest de- 
velopment and I am glad to see that
